Mu. Peren Ly, after iwenty years of servioe
0 the ranks of the ward politicians, and after
baving been a oandidate for all the offices
pnder the corporation, from precinct judge,
np or down, now o0mes noe wMore bafore the
people of our city as the Democratic nominea
for the offive of Bheriff. The persistency with
which this gentleman has sought for office
Jeads us to believe that he has adopted the
Boriptural advice given to the priests of Baal,
and, oonsidering the people as a god, gees on
the principls that it is necessary to *‘ory aloud
for he may be hunting, or peradventnre he
sleepeth' —never once admitting that the
ears of the voterg will be deaf to the continnad
gapplications of one whose prayer has been
goming up to them for at least two decades,
His eagerness for anything he can get reminds
ns of a story of General Jackson. The Gene-
ral was waited upon by a stranger, who de-
manded rather persistently the minfstership
fo the Conrt of 8t. James, He was refused.
FThen 1let me have the Consulship
to  Liverpool.” UMy dear gir, it is
impossible.” “Then, Mr. President, can you
give me a pair of old boots!"* Mr. Lyle wanted
the Registership last year, and what not the
Xoany yoars before, but now he seizes on the
thanoe of being Sherlff with as much ardorjas
though all hia lifs hie had been aiming for that
Pposition, and that alone. His viewsas to what
public offive he would take, coincide with
Mr, Toots, who neatly expressed his senti-
ments with the assurance that “IL is of no
consegquence.”

However, letting the dead past bury its

dead, we will look at the claims of Mr. Lyle
o the office whick while we write he is aiming
at. If we understand his claims properly, he
bases them on his military services, and de-
olares all those not inclined to yield to his de-
mand as “‘radical rascals.” Now, other things
being equal, the fact that & man was a soldier
weuld lead us to support him for a civil
office; but a military record is not the
only requisite for a post of trust.
We had unreliable officers in the army as
well as at home, and although we do not
place Mr. Lyle among them, yet we oite the
Instance to show that the bare fact of having
been & soldier is mot a peremptory claim to
support. BHo far as the gervice rendered the
Government in the war was concerned, there
Were many men who were compslled to stay
at home who did far miore to ald the suocess
of the cause than thoge who lent their strength
in the fleld.

If, however, a soldier and a civillan were
pregented for a nomination, and were each sur-
rounded by equally unobjectionable elements,
we would give the preference to the soldier,
Dut if the suooess of the soldier would mean
mot a snocess of the war dootrine, but exaotly
the reverse; if the election of a soldier would
not place in power the principles for which that
goldier should have fought; if by giving him
victory the soldier would get one office and a
dozen gsoldiers give place to & dozen ene-
mies of the Republip, then we say
that the Republican who would vote for
that soldier is as false to his principles
" @8 the soldier is to the great csuse for which
he fought, Yet this is. just what Mr. Lyle is
doing, He is olaiming Republican votes on
his soldier record, yet we know that if we
eleot him for the one place he would fill, all
the soldiers in the employ of the office of
Bheriff would give place to semi-Rebels, who
hissed at the nameof ‘‘volunteer,”” and who
mse Mr, Lyle but as a tool to gain their object.
Bhall twenty loyal men be turned out, and
twenty semi-Rebels be put in, and all in order
ihat one soldier’ may get office ! 'We do not
think that our Republican readers can vote for
Mr, Lyle if they think of the result.

Again, Mr. Lyle has demonstrated his unfit-
ness for the post in the present disordered
condition of our country, by the violent temper
he has exhibited, and the brutal manner in
Which he Las attacked all who are his oppo-
Dents.

Our Nationnl Honor.
Tun récent utterances of certain of our publie
men o regard to thelr views en the subject of
the national finanoss are calenlated to oause
both regret and surprise. Speaking as indi-
vidunls, and not as parly leaders, they have
proclaimed dootrines which, if uitered by
any business man, would not only weaken, but
abzolutely ruin his oredit. It would be grossly
unjust to hold sither of the great parties of
the conntry responsible for the sentiments de-
clared by members not aathorized to speak in
their bebalf; yot, even when not binding a
party, it is greatly injurions to the national
credit, and to the personal honor of the
gpeakers, to hold such views as thoae ex-
pressed by either Mr. Pendleton or General
Butler, Let us look for a momant at the doc-
trine taught by each. Mr. Pendleton proposes
the payment of the outstanding loans by issuing
greenbacks to the extent of $2,200,000,000;
thus relieving the nst'on from the payment
of interest on the bonds, and flooding the
country with promises to pay, which it would
be Impossible to redesm. In such an event
we would renew the days of Continental cur-
rency, when a breakfast cost §500 in shin-

plasters.

So long hava the peopla been acens-
tomed to paper money, that parly
lenders seek to impress them with

the idea that specie is merely an article
of merchandise, valuable when needed for puy-
ment of importations, and useless as a domestic
medium of exchange. Credit must be based
upon some sound foundation. One will not
lend his neighbor a large sum of money with-
out a seourity bond upon that neighbor’s pro-
perty, such as land or hounses, ships, produce,
or eattle, raw material or manufactured goods.
And even upon these, with the exception of
land, there is a perishable risk that must be
covered by insurance.

The United States.Government, in order to
preserve its existence, borrowed large sums of
money, no matter from whom, whether from
its own citizens or from foreign capitalists, It
gave in return its own bonds secured by the
resources of the nation, public lands, revenue
imports, and, abuve all, by the honor of the
American people, to redesm these bonds at
certain periods. It lssued promises to pay on
demand in the shape of greenbacks, and
pledged its reputation for their payment.
As such payments cannot be made in kind,
apecie is the only medinw used in olvi-
lized nations. High rates may have been
paid for these loans. The merchant frequently
is  obliged to pay one-and-ahall per
cent. per month for money, while legal

interest is ouly hal! per cent. a month—but
what of that? It relleves nhim from presont

embarrassment, and enablez him to fulfil his
obligations, and to reach a prosperous posi-
tion in his business. So this nation was in
great danger from intestine enemies. It conld
not perform the obligation of preserving its
existence without money to buy arms and am-
mnuition and food and raiment for its brave
goldiers. The value of the Amerioan Union
is priceless. No sum could be too great
to expend in its defemse. No mathema-
tician could calonlate its worth, And now
that the war iz over, who, for the sake of
avoiding the payment of the debt, would be
willing to place us in the condition we must
have been had the Rebels suoceeded? Our
very blood bofls at the thought. Could terms
of condemnation be found sufliciently sirong,
if & patient whose life had been saved by the
gkill of his physician refused to pay the
compensation doe for snch service, although
fully competent to do so? Shall we, after the
victory is gained—the trinmph achieved—
and the prond position before the world we
have obtained—degrade our manhood by re-
pudiating in any form the obligations we have
inourred in reaching this apex ! Bo much for
the propogition from the Democratio leaders.

General Butler advisesthe oconsolidation of
the national bonds into one conglomerate, and
obliging the holders to receive the interest in
greenbacks. This is but a shade less dark
than Mr. Pendleton’s plin of repudiation. As
before stated, the obligation to pay thespriu-
cipal in specie, or its equivalent, is binding,
and if so, certainly the intereat must be paid
in thesame. Although no admirer of English
gtatesmanship generally, we must say that
the British system of consolidation, adopted
after the wars with Napoleon, would be much
more homorable and practicable. That is,
offer the holders at maturity of the bonds the
option of taking back the principal in coin or
of aocepting in lieu a new bond of the United
States, payable at a distant period, with a
lower rate of interest—say four per ocent.—
both payable in specie. \

It may be asserted that we have nol the
means with which to pay thoss who might
refuge the new loan and demand specie pay-
ment, Such an emergency would not occur,
a3 nearly all the foreign holders would gladly
ucoept the proposal—for they could not obtain
a8 high & rato on & long loau in. Europe—and
e status of America’s oredit would be so
strengthened that fresh oapital from abroad
